J udg ing from the past w eek’s sirt)w 
cov ered g round and sub-zero tem per­ 
atures, one would scarcely believ e we 
are within the period of the autumnal 
equinox , albeit coasting to its con­ 
clusion.

Bird lov ers are becom ing distres­ 
sed ov er conditions fa cing their fea th­ 
ered friends. 
They are a ppea ling to 
neig hbors to set out feeders for seeds, 
bread scraps or other food pa rticles, 
prefera bly abov e snow and ice-cov er­ 
ed g round so the cats and dog s w on’t 
g obble the relief item s 
before 
the 
birds can g et to them. 
There is another aspect to relief 
m ea sures, too, which require thoug ht­ 
ful consideration. 
This is a sea son for 
the well-fed, well-clothed and well- 
housed to g iv e som e assista nce to the 
less fortuna te fa m ilies who by circum ­ 
sta nce may not be equipped to m eet 
the rig ors of winter. 
First thoug ht 
should be g iv en them . 
Those eng a g ed in w elfa re work 
are already prepa ring to help Sedalia 
fa m ilies in g enuine need as w ell as 
prov ide 
som e 
ex tra 
substa nce 
for 
them during the holida y sea son. Many 
indiv iduals will help support this an­ 
nual project.

20 Fat Cats Pav No Income Tax es 


(Note to Editors — Drew Pearson’s 
column today is written by his associate, 
J ack Anderson.)

WASHINGTON — Twenty fat cats, whose 
incomes in 1959 ex ceeded $500,000, found 
enoug h loopholes in the tax laws that they 
g ot away without pay ing a penny in fed­ 
eral tax es. 
This startling commentary on tax inequi­ 
ties has been drawn out of the Treasury 
Department by Sen. Paul Doug las, D-Ill., 
who is fig hting a lonely battle to plug the 
loopholes. 
One treasury official has estimated that, 
if all the special priv ileg es for special in­ 
terests were eliminated, the tax rate could 
be reduced (o a flat 12 per cent for ev ery ­ 
one. This would cut the tax es for most ordi­ 
nary people at least in half. 
Of the 20 who paid no tax es, 15 made 
more than $1,000,000, and fiv e had incomes 
ov er $5,000,000. Their share of the tax bur­ 
den had to be made up, of course, by the 
low income people who enjoy no loopholes. 
A $100-a-week worker with two children 
must pay a federal income tax of about 
$456. Yet fiv e men, whose income was 1,000 
times hig her, didn’t hav e to pay a cent. 
In an unpublished letter to Sen. Doug las, 
Secretary of the Treasury Dillon ex plained 
that 16 of the 20 fat cats g ot out of their tax 
oblig ations “ because of the unlimited char­ 
itable contribution prov ision.” 
“ Most of these contributions,” wrote Dil­ 
lon, “ were in the form of property , usually 
in the form of stock. On the av erag e, un­ 
tax ed appreciation in v alue represented 
about 7 5 per cent oi the total contribution.” 
One-way Tax Loopholes 
In other words, the millionaires took tax 
deductions for the appraised v alue rather 
than the orig inal cost of the property they 
donated to charity . One man g ot a chari- 
Ublt deduction of $21,000,000 on property 


that orig inally had cost him less than 
$500,000. 
Reporting on the four who used other 
loopholes to g et out of pay ing their tax es, 
Dillon wrote Sen. Doug las: “ There were 
two cases in which the primary cause was 
interest paid, one of which was due to the 
purchase of securities on marg in. There 
was one due to oil v alue deductions, one 
due to ex penses of an estate settlement.” 
Only eig ht of the nation's 1,002 top-income 
people paid the 80-to-85 per cent tax rate 
that they scream so loudly about. The ov er­ 
whelming majority paid less than 50 per 
cent. 
In other words, most big -money people 
are able to find enoug h escape hatches in 
the tax laws to lower their leg al rates 
drastically . 
What’s more, almost all the tax cuts pass­ 
ed since 1954 hav e benefitted the big tax ­ 
pay ers. In 1954, they g ot a whopping $2,- 
500.000.000 cut in the form of accelerated 
depreciation on their holding s. Ag ain last 
y ear, they g ot another $2,500,000,000 slash 
in the form of inv estment credits. 
People in the low brackets not only arc 
stuck with the lion’s share of the federal 
lax burden but they are hardest hit by 
state and local tax es. 
Of $54,000,000,000 collected by state and 
local g ov ernments in 19 61, $18,000,000,000 
came from property tax es and another $12,- 
500.000.000 came from sales and g ross-re- 
ceipt tax es. Ex perts ag ree these tax es take 
the big g est bite out of low incomes. 
Note; Despite all this, the Senate Finance 
Committee v oted 9 to 5 to OK another big 
loophole proposed by Sen. Russell Long , D- 
La., which would benefit 14,000 hig h-bracket 
tax pay ers. The senators who v oted with 
Long and the big -bracket boy s were; By rd, 
Va., Hartke, Ind., and Smathers, Fla., all 
Democrats; and J ohn Williams, Del., Carl­ 
son, Kansas, Bennett, Utah, Morton, Ky ., 
and Dirksen, 111., aU Republicans.

‘Honev moon’ With Cong ress Is Ov er

WASHINGTON (AP) - Pres­ 
ident J ohnson’s honey moon with 
Cong ress, where he serv ed 23 
y ears, has come to a sickening 
stop. He is faced, after less 
than a month in office, with the 
same challeng e President J ohn 
F. Kennedy nev er mastered. 
It’s how to g et this dawdling 
Cong ress, the laziest in at least 
a g eneration, to do what he 
asks. The House didn’t g iv e 
him much time to ponder his 
dilemma. It has just hit his for­ 
eig n aid prog ram with a meat 
ax . 
This action, ev en the timing , 
was a brutal end to the quiet 
spell Cong ress let J ohnson hav e 
after 
Kennedy ’s 
assassination 
while he tried to g et used to his 
new job. 
J ohnson 
may 
soon rev eal 
whether he’s g oing to follow the 
Kennedy method of soft talk 
with Cong ress, or whether he’s 
capable of a much toug her pol­ 
icy that m i g h t g et results 
where Kennedy couldn’t. 
J ust last week the two houses 
had authorized a ceiling of $3.6 
billion for foreig n aid, a fig ure 
J ohnson was willing to accept. 
Cong ress finally reached this 
action after months of wran­ 
g ling within itself and with Ken­ 
nedy . 
That fig ure was $1.3 billion 
lesa than Kennedy had orig inal­ 
ly asked and $9 00 million less 
than he had finally set as a bot­ 
tom fig ure. But the ceiling al­ 
way s winds up less than a pres­ 
ident’s minimum fig ure any ­ 
way . 
So watching Cong ress set a 
spending limit of $3.6 billion 
was endurable. But the ceiling 
is only just that. After the ceil­ 
ing Cong ress still has to v ote 
thv - actual money to be spent. 
And that, in turn, usually winds 
up less than the ceiling . 
This week the House, acting 
before the Senate, was to v ote 
on the spending money . To try 
to forestall too big a cut, J ohn­ 
son called in the g reatest antag ­ 
onist 
of foreig n 
aid 
in 
the 
House, Rep. Otto E. Passman, 
Louisiana Democrat. 
Passman is chairman of a 
House 
subcommittee 
w h i c h 
passes on the money to be spent 
for foreig n aid. J ohnson, who 
had mag ical method of g etting 
thing s done his way when he 
was in Cong ress, talked to him. 
Passman listened, went back 
to the Capitol, and his commit­ 
tee promptly made a joke of 
the 
J ohnson-Passman 
conv er­ 
sation. 
It decided foreig n aid should 
g et only $2.8 billion, or $800 mil­ 
lion less than the ceiling per­ 
mitted, and $1.7 billion less than 
Kennedy ’s final minimum re­ 
quest. 
J ohnson 
responded 
immedi­ 
ately with a statement — that 
this kind of cut would “ put our 
foreig n 
policy 
in 
a 
strait- 
jacket.” 
J ohnson still had hopes, al­ 
thoug h perhaps slim, that the 
full House, when it v oted, would 
be more g enerous 
than 
the 
Passman 
committee’s 
recom­ 
mendation. 
The recommenda­ 
tion wasn’t final but the House 
v ote would be. 
But Monday , just about the 
time J ohnson was sig ning the 
authorizing bill with its ceiling 
of $3.6 billion, the House v oted, 
upheld Passman’s committee, 
and decided $2.8 billion was 
plenty . 


This was a terrible jolt but 
ev en this action by the House 
wasn’t the last word. The Sen­ 
ate hadn’t v oted y et. 


And J ohnson could hope that 
the 
Senate w ou l d 
approv e 
spending at or near the $3.6- 
billion ceiling and then, in a 
compromise between House and 
Senate, the final spending fig ­ 
ure would be hig her than that 
of the House ev en thoug h lower 
than that of the Senate. 
But—the House hadn’t been 
content with just cutting money 
from foreig n aid. It added an 
amendment to 
prev ent 
this 


country 
from 
g iv ing 
Russia 
credit on the wheat it wants to 
buy from the United States. This 
was a deep wound. 
J ohnson foug ht back with an­ 
other statement, 
say ing 
“ we 
cannot oppose the spread of 
communism and promote the 
g rowth of freedom by g iv ing 
speeches.” But this in its own 
way was just a speech. It prob­ 
ably won’t chang e a sing le Sen­ 
ate v ote. 
Now it’s up to J ohnson to per­ 
form. He knows as he tries that 
the Cong ress and the country 
will be watching him. It’s his 
first big test.

Supporters of AID, the g ov ­ 
ernment’s Ag ency for Interna­ 
tional Dev elopment, howev er, 
cite a speech J ohnson made just 
before he became president, in 
which he said, “ The foreig n aid 
prog ram has been a success. 
. . . We must turn away from 
those

diate passag e of consumer-or- 
iented tax leg islation.”

The curious thing about J ohn­ 
son’s support for fast action on 
civ il rig hts reform is that it has 
not y et met serious opposition 
from the South. 
“ There,” as one political lead­ 
er puts it, “ they recog nize that 
J ohnson is ‘a wheeler and deal­ 
er.’ They ’ll let him make civ il 
rig hts speeches to the northern­ 
ers to win v otes. But southern­ 
ers ex pect J ohnson to soften the 
blow as it will affect them.” 
This penchant for wanting to 
make the new President “ our 
boy ” characterizes many en­ 
dorsements the lobbies now put 
out. 
Thus the 
American Public 
Power Assn., and the Co-opera­ 
tiv e Leag ue of the U.S.A., sup­ 
porting rural electrification and 
public power, claim J ohnson as 
theirs. 
So do the National Education 
Assn., supporting federal aid for

Cords should be 
inspected from time to time to 
make sure they hav e not be­ 
come fray ed, ex posing the wires. 
All toy s should be stored in a 
safe place when not in use to 
prev ent serious falls as well as 
to teach a sense of responsibil­ 
ity and neatness.
